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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1. The IDS listed an article by M. Steinbuch. A copy of the article was not included 
with the filing documents. In order for the Examiner to consider the article, a copy is 
required to be filed. 

Drawings 

2. Figure 1 should indicate that it is "Prior Art". 

Abstract 

3. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention.

5. Claim 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The limitations in claims 1-2 such as "a periodic signal of period NT, N\2 memory 
elements, and a factor of -1/2" provide no definitions of N and T. 

6. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

7. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
The specification and drawings do not elaborate with an explanation as to what the 
factor "-1/2" represents. There is not a description of a circuit that describes how the 
negative feedback of the factor of "-1/2" is achieved. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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9. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Steinbuch 
et al. (Steinbuch). Steinbuch teaches a repetitive control system in Fig 1 in the form of 
a memory loop fed with a periodic signal. Since the claim does not define N and T and 
NT and N/2, these variables cannot be considered. 

|6« Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Faucett in 
view of Steinbuch. Faucett teaches a recording and reproducing apparatus, including a 
head (transducer) and servo system. See col 1, lines 7-12. Faucett further teaches a 
repeatable runout compensator. See col 1, lines 60-63. Faucett does not teach a 
repetitive controller in the form of a memory loop with a periodic signal. Steinbuch 
teaches these features in Fig 1. At the time of the invention it would have been obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the compensator taught by Faucett with the 
repetitive control system of Steinbuch; the motivation being the substantial reduction of 
periodic disturbances as stated in Steinbuch's Abstract. Since the claim does not define 
N and T and NT and N/2, these variables cannot be considered.
